City marks streets 
for traffic control 


A Program of painting lines 
on major streets ff Granite City 
wi ; speeding has been a 
problem began Thursday and is 
to continue this week. 

The lines, being painted by 
the city’s painter, Tom 
Reynolds, under supervision of 
Street ‘Superintendent Lionel 
Portell,. will be used to assist 
Granite City police in using the 
Visual Average Speed Com- 
puter and Recorder (VASCAR) 
system which calculates the 

+ spéeds of moving cats. 

VASCAR requires that it be 
aimed at a stationary point or 
object as well as the moving 
car. The unit then calculates the 
difference in movement  bet- 
ween the stationary point and 
the car to determine the speed 


the auto is traveling. 

Formerly, trees, shadows or 
other things were used, but 
Chief of Police Ronald Veizer 
said the lines on the roadway 
will provide the best possible 
points for aiming the VASCAR 
units. 

The white lines, eight inches 
wide and eight feet long, cen- 
tered on the middle of the 
roadway are placed 150 feet 
apart in areas where excessive 
speeding has been observed. 
Officers then may focus the 
VASCAR in the 150 foot section 
between lines and accurately 


determine the speeds of moving _ 


autos. 

The system is an officially 
accepted method for use with 
VASCAR and will eliminate 


surveys in contested speeding 
cases, Veizer said 

Either completed or due to be 
completed soon in the first 
phase of the program are lines 
on Pontoon Road between 
Primrose and Wabash avenues; 
Pontoon Road between Stearns 
and Vesci avenues; much

The bids were opened in the

Aldermen R. E. Robertson and 
Steve Basarich are members of 
the committee. 

Garbage and trash collection 
during the past year cost the 
city $264,957, including pickups 
of garbage under the city’s 
original sanitation contract 
with Milam, and collection of 
trash, refuse; leaves and brush 
under a supplemental contract 
which became nécessary when 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency banned open burning. 

EPA rules have since been

Firecracker ban too late 


Illinois citizens, young and 
old, are warned not to use 
firecrackers or any other 
dangerous fireworks to 
celebrate the nation’s 


Independence Day; according 


to the Ilinois Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness. 

In the past, despite the state's 
ban on fireworks, too- many 
have been smuggled into Illinojs 
from other states and in ex- 
ploding have caused serious eye. 
injuries and blindness, said 
Edgar T. Britton, executive 
director of the 58-year-old non- 
profit organization. 

More people have been killed 
th fireworks accidents during 
this century alone than were 
killed in the Revolutionary War 
which the Fourth of July 
celebrates, Britton said. 

While Ilinois has had 
legislation banning the use of 
fireworks since 1941, other 
states have not prohibited their 
use. This spring the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission 
announced that it would ban all 
firecrackers, but on June 18 it 
postponed the ban for thirty 
days, meaning that there will be 
no effective prohibition of these 
blinding and death dealing 
items until 1975 at least. 

The commission’s post- 
ponement will seriously hamper 
law enforcement against 
firecrackers in Illinois, Britton 
declaréd, and it is up to every 
citizen of the state to see that 


fireworks are not used by ,in- 
dividuals. 

The Illinois Society was ,in- 
strumental in having the Illinois 
ban enacted three decades ago, 
but smuggled fireworks still are 
used too widely, resulting every 
year, in deaths and other in- 
juries, among which eye ac- 


-cidents are too prevalent. Only 


complete observance of the 
Illindis*law can end the Fourth 
of July toll, Britton declared

One way of evaluating 
future prospects for ‘ex- 
pansion in yields is ‘to 
examine the corn crop in 
this country. During the 
decade 1938-48 there was 
a sharp increase in pro- 
duction. Most of the in- 
crease was the result of a 
change from open-pol- 
linated, traditional corn 
to new hybrids. A second 
major reason for the 
increase was the use of 
large quantities of 
pesticides. As ane 
examines the crop statis- 
tics, one finds there are 
still annual increases in 
yield per acre. These are 
not spurts,, however, but 
rather slow, steady gains. 

We do not know with any 
¢ertainty when the rate of 
yield will begin to slow for 
the major food crops. on 
which man depends, but 
we do know that this will 
happen eventually. We do 
not know whether the slow- 
down will come gradually 
or abruptly. We do not 
even know whether or not 
this slowdown can ‘be 
ameliorated by higher 
prices to farmers, by 
adoption of technological 
innovations, or by stepping 
up funds for increased 
research. We do know that 
economic conditions

throughout the world have 
forced prices up. We also 
know that until recently 
we have spent more money 
on space research than we 
have on both agriculture 
and medicine. 

If we do not have more 
arable land, if only with 
difficulty can We increase 
yields per acre, what 
can we do? Many people 
point to the oceans as the 
source of limitless food. 


But we presently are taking - 


about 60 million metric 
tons of fish from the sea. 
If we did everything right, 
we could take perhaps 
100 million tons on a sus- 
tained yield basis. But we 
are doing everything 
wrong. 

The ocean is basically 
a desert. Its depths are 
infertile and almost devoid 
of life. The shallower 
continental shelves are the 
fertile areas. But here we 
are dumping all sorts of 
pollutants which are 
reducing the productivity 
at an alarming rate. We are 
over-fishing many species 
and we are using a larger 
proportion of the fish 
crop for non-human food 
every year. 

The immediate problem 


may be an insufficiency of , 


food, but the most urgent 
problem is the overabun- 
dance of births. The Green 
Revolution was born in 
Mexico. During the last 
25 years their grain pro- 
duction doubled; so did 
their population. Last 
year, they imported 
considerable amounts of 
food. 

The only real solution is 
the curtailment of the 
so-called right of unlimited 
reproduction. The elim- 
ination of starvation is an 
impossibility until man is 
willing and able to control 
the rate of his own repro- 
duction. 7

Larry Bussard heads nine 
mental health facilities 


Larry Bussard holds a new 
title within the Department of 
Mental Health. But he’s cer- 
tainly not new with the 
department. 

For the past three years 
Bussard served as superin- 
tendent of Lincoln State School, 
a 2000-plus mental retardation 
facility. In his new position, 
which he assumed June 1, 
Bussard serves as head of nine 

_superintendents of MR 
facilities. 

“I will be working with the 
superintendents of nine MR 
facilities in all aspects of their 
overall programs,” explained 
Bussard. ‘‘We will be working 
together on such items as the 
budget, programming, etc.” 

Bussard began his career 
with the DMH as a social 
worker in Lincoln State School 


| in 1949. He joined the General 


Office in Springfield in 1954 
where he remained until

They ordered a camera 
collect-on-delivery and at- 
tempted to find the money .to 
pay for it when it arrived. One. 
day, before they had raised the 
money, they went to their studio 
and found the camera on the 
doorstep. The postman had left 
it without collecting for it. 

“We took the pictures and 
quickly sold the copies ‘dear-to- 
door so we could get the. money 


assuming the superin- 
tendency of the Elisabeth 
Ludeman Mental Retardation 
Center, Park Forest, in 1969. 

“I was superintenderft of the 
facility while it was under 
construction,’’ explained 
Bussard. 

The Center, opened ini late 
1972, represented a new concept 
in the construction of a mental 


health facility. 
It houses approximately 400 
severely and profoundly 


retarded children in 50 ranch 
style homes on dead-end streets 
in a typical subdivision#en- 
vironment. Each house is home 
to eight residents living two toa 
bedroom, with tl own living, 
dining, family, utility and bed’ 
rooms, and two and a _ half 
baths. 

‘All homes ‘have central air 
conditioning, and there is a 
“neighborhood house” for each 
10 residences, for specialized 
training. 

“The idea for these home 
living units originated with 





Bussard,”” commented a 
spokesman from the DMH. 
“T have a _ sociology 


background and always have 
been interested in ‘Hull House’. © 
and it’s ‘neighborhood 
houses,’ ”’ explained Bussard. 
“I tried to incorporate some of 
these ideas into plans for 
Ludeman.” 

One of the criticisms leyajed 
at the design for the Center was 
the possibility of damage in 
such an open environment. 

“There has been some 
damage,” he said. ‘Window 
breakage is always a problem 
in any facility. 

“However, most windows are 
broken because there is nothing 
ta see from them. At Ludeman, 
we gave them something to see 
and used a sturdy glass to 
minimize the problem.” 

In 1971, Bussard left the 
modern Ludeman to take the 
reigns of the ancient Lincoln 
State School where he has been 
credited, by some members of 
his staff, for changes ‘‘greatly 
benefiting the direct care of its 
residents.”” 

“I think it is significant that’ 
he chose to leave a new, modern 
facility to come to one of the 
oldest facilities in the state,” 
said a co-worker. ~ 

Bussard’s new position with 
the DMH is located within the 
division of developmental 
disabilities. .

“These include agency 
blacklists, lookout filés, in- 
telligence and civil disturbance 
files kept by such agencies as 
the Departments of 
Agriculture, Justice, Defense, 
Treasury, Housing and Urban 
Development, as well as the 
Small Business Administration 
and the General Services 
Administration,”’ the report 
says. 

Only 10 per cent have been 
specifically authorized by law. 

Most are created ‘under 
general housekeeping 
authority, or as means of - 
assisting, authorized 
programs."" 

Sen. Percy said it is this lack 
of statutory authority, for one 
thing, that troubles the sponsors 
of the legislation. - 

“We'd like to know froni the 
government agencies what 
authority they have and what 
needs they have for keeping 
files,” Percy told a news con- 
ference. 

He said that “‘invasions’* of 
personal privacy ‘‘are fast 
becoming the rule, not the 
exception, in American life.”

SPRINGFIELD — “A 
cluttered desk means a crea- 
tive mind,” goes the old 
brush-off to justify the littered 
area. If the expression is true, 
it is-easy to pinpoint the two 
most creative minds in 
Springfield. _ 

They- belong to the occu- 
pants of the think tank on the 
second floor of the steel and 
glass cliff dwelling known as 
the main offices of the De- 
partment. of Public Health. 

Not only are the desks cov- 
ered, but so is the floor. There 
may be as much as 18 square. 
feet of maneuverable space. 
‘And the walls — they're cov- 
ered with posters, graffiti, 
and awards. Important 
awards. 

There are gold and sijver 
awards from the Adanta Film 
Festival, top awards from the 
New York Film Festival, and 
a Clio..A Clio is the Emmy of 
the commercial world. (The 
original Clio was the Muse of 
History, sometimes referred 
to as “the teller.’’) 

Currently the department is 
being considered for yet an- 
other award, this one for a 
poster which is now being dis- 
played state-wide as part of a 
concentrated effort to alert Il- 
linoisans to the dangers ‘and 
symptoms of venereal dis- 
ease. 

The winners of these 
awards and the originators of 
many other unique notions, 
are an unlikely and risible 
pair, Richard Ridgway and 
Mary Huck. 

The remnant of-a Public 
Health staff in public infor- 
mation which used to number 
eight, these two have a dedi- 
cated desire to make up in 
quality for their present lack 

_ of quantity. 

When they start a public in- 
formation campaign they 
must first learn the subject 
thoroughly and have a ready 
supply of answers to questions 
which may be thrown at then?

hazardous substances; tests 
living quarters for sources of 
lead poisoning; tests. appli- 
ances for emisSion of harmful 
amounts of radiation; and, a 
time consuming task, inspects 
septic tanks to determine if 
they meet health standards. 

One-third of all the housing 
in the state is serviced by sep- 
tic tanks rather than sewers. 
This includes one-half of all 
new housing. 

In addition to other duties, 
Mary edits the ‘(Health Mes- 
senger,”” a trade magazine - 
published by the Department 
of Health.

Robert J. Baer, 36, executive 
assistant to St. Louis County 
Supervisor Lawrence K. Roos 
and a graduate of Southern 
Illinois University, was selected’ 
by the BiState Development 
Agency as its executive director 
prior to the agency’s public 
board meeting Thursday. 

Commissioners also adopted 
a $33 million budget for the Bi- 
State Transit System for the 
new fiscal year, starting today, 
which includes anticipated 
revenue subsidies of $3.2 million 
from Illinois and an estimated 
$14.7 million from the sales tax 
now in effect in St. Louis County 
and the city of St. Louis toward 
operating expanses. 

It was learned the Bi-State 
board authorized a selection 
committee, headed by. Roy J. 
May, an Illinois’ commissioner, 
to negotiate a contract with 
Baer at the executive session. 
The appointment was not 
formally announced at the 
* public meeting, however. 

‘The three-member screening 
committee was appointed about 
a month ago to find a successor 
to Elmer W. Belew, the Bi-State 
executive director who resigned 
March 2% It was reported that 
two other persons, both St. 
Louisans, were interviewed 
personally by the screening 
committee. 

Under Belew, the executive 
director’s salary was $25,000. 
Baer's salary, with’ St. Louis 
County is more than $28,000 
annually and he has the use of a 
county automobile. 

Baer has held a number of top 
executive positions in St. Louis 
governmental agencies. He 
became Roos’ chief executive 
assistant in 1971. 

The Illinois Senate last week 
approved the Downstate Public 
‘Transportation Act, a bill which 
includes $3.2 million for Bi- 
State. The bill must go’back to 
the Illinois House for con- 
currence in a Senate amend- 
ment and then will be sent to 
Gov. Dan Walker for his 
signature. 

The new budget predicts 
$33,756,000 in anticipated 
revenues” and $33,695,000 in 
expenses, or about $6 to $7 
million more in each case than 
the projected final figures for 
the current year. 

Commissioners also adopted 
a capital improvement budget 
appropriating $22,593,000 to 
improve the bus system. Most 
of the money is expected to 
come from federal and state 
grants, including a $14.8 million 
grant from the Urban Mass 
Transportation Administration. 
The funds would be used to buy 
240 buses, plus shelters and 
other system improvements., 

In other action Thursday? the 
commissioners: 

Approved a 7.7 per cent 
operating budget increase for 
Bi-State | Parks Airport, 
estimating total revenue at 
$252,490 and expenses at 
$194,970. 

They also approved a ten- 
tative capital improvement 
budget for Parks Airport that 
lists $42,200 in estimated ex- 
penditures, including hangar 
roofs and concrete repair.

Boost pension 


for teachers 


Senator Sam M. Vadalabene, 

D-Edwardsville, reported 
Saturday that legislation 
adopted by the General 
Assembly last week increases 
pensions for thousands of 
retired teachers throughout 
Downstate Illinois, including a 
total of 175 teachers in the 56th 
Legislative District receiving 
less than $300 per month. 

The bill provides a minimum 
monthly retirement allowance 
for all retired Downstate 
teachers of.$10 per month for 
each year of service: This 
means that a teacher now 
retired who taught 30, years 
would receive a pension of $300 
a month. 

In the 56th District, there are 
20 retired teachers currently 
receiving pensions of less than 
$100 a month: 68 getting more 
than $100 but less than-$200: and 
7 getting over $200 but ,under

“The legislation can benefit’ 
thousands of retired teachers 
who are living on fixed incomes 
well below established , sub-, 
sistence levels," Vadalabene 
commented. rt 

“The passage culminates 
several years of efforts by 
Downstate legislators and 
teachers to provide an adequate 
retirement income for ‘those 
who devoted their careers to 
education, only to have ‘their 
pension benefits eroded by 
severe inflation.”

There is nothing particular- 
ly mysterious in themselves 
about aspirin, or Darvon, a 
pain-killer; or methadone, 
used in treating drug addic- 
tion; about gasoline or garden 
chemicals or mothballs. The 
hands which administer these 
“poisons” ‘aren't lethal, 
they’re just little, but unfor- 

. tunately, they are unseen as 
they unscrew the cap, open 
~ the package, lift the lid. 

The poison control program 
of the state Department of 
Public Health operates 101 
designated poison control 
centers in the state, which last 
year. treated 7,877 children 
under 13 years who had eaten 
or drunk or breathed some- 
thing they shouldn't have. 
‘There were 13 deaths (includ- 
ing four from carbon monox- 
ide) from such causes. The 
carbon monoxide victims 
were older — 9, 10, 11 and 12. 
Those who ate or drank sub- 
stances which killed them 
ranged from 13 months to not 
quite 5 years old. 

Grimly, national estimates 
are that only one of every sev- 
n accidental poisonings is re- 
ported. If Illinois fits that pat- 
tern, there were actually 
more than 55,000 accidental 
poisonings of youngsters un- 
der 13 in 1973. 

Dr. Byron Francis, head of 
the disease control division of 
the Public Health Depart- 
ment, says he thinks the over- 
all picture in the state prob- 
ably is better than the nation- 
al average, since the 101 
designated control centers 
largely blanket the state and 
make treatment more readily 
available,

SPRINGFIELD — When a 
child is rushed into an emer- 
gency room, choking for air, 
screaming in fear and pain, or 
comatgse, there is no time for 
guessing what he may have 
taken. 

It was for these cases the Il- 
linois poison control program 
was designed. 

Previously, information 
about known toxic agents was 
kept on cards requiring bulky 
filing cabinets. Now, each of 
the 101 hospitals in the state 
which have voluntarily 
agreed to participate, is fur- 
nished- by the department 
with microfiches which com- 
pact all the same information 
into a handy pocketed binder. 
The fiches, tiny pieces of 
microfilm in a rigid card 
which contains row after row 
of them, are nearly inde- 
structable, and much faster to 
use. 

Within a minute or two, the 
center knows what toxic 
agents, if any, are in the prod- 
uct the child took, and in 
many cases the fiche will also 
indicate symptoms and rec- 
ommended treatments. 

If additional information is 
needed, it probably will pe 
found in a toxicological prod- 
ucts reference book furnished 
by the department and kept 
near the viewer. Additional 
research facilities are avail- 
able from the, department in 
Springfield, by phone, if a re- 
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ally knotty problem arises, 
and centers also frequently 
call a manufacturer for a 
breakdown on the formulation 
of his product. Participating 
hospitals provide their own 
viewers, which cost from $75 
up, depending on optional 
equipment like the ability to 
make an instant copy of 
the microfiche en! 

New, updated microfiches 


are sent to the centers quar- * 


terly by the department, pri- 
marily to‘show new products 
or altered formulas. 

When help is sought 
promptly, Mrs. Enrietto’s 
records show, most victims do 
not even require hospitaliza- 
tion.
